PREAMBLE. 



We, the Most Equitable Sovereign Frinee, Grand Master, 
Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand Master, Most En- 
lightened Senior and Junior Grand Wardens, Valorous 
OfiBcers and Princes of Grand Council of Princes of Jeru- 
salem, sitting in the Valley of Albany, N. Y., founded by 
Illustrious Henry Andrew Francken, 33? , Deputy Inspec- 
tor-General of all the Superior Degrees of Masons in 
the West Indies and North America, on the twenty-ninlh 
day of the Hebrew Month Kislev A. M. 5528, A. 
L. . 5767, answering to the twentietli day of December, 
one thousand seven hundred and sixty-seven, [1707,] 
V.'. E/., and in accordance with Article 43 of the Con- 
stitution and General Regulations of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General of the thirty- 
third and last degree, of the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite, for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the 
United States of America, do hereby enact the follow- 
ing by-laws: 



BY-LAWS, 



Article I. 

Section 1. The OflBcers of this Grand Coun- 
cil of Princes of Jerusalem shall consist of 
and be styled as follows : 

1. Most Equitable Sovereign Prince, Grand 

Master. 

2. Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand Master. 

3. Most Enlightened Senior Grand Warden. 

4. Most Enlightened Junior Grand Warden. 

5. Valorous Grand Secretary, Keeper of the 
Seals apd Archives. 

6. Valorous Grand Treasurer. 

7. Valorous Grand Master of Ceremonies. 

8. Valorous Grand Master of Entrances. 

9. Valorous Grand Tiler. 

§ 2. The election shall take place at a stated 
meeting, on or next preceding the twentieth 



day of the Hebrew month Tebet ; and the 
officers shall be installed as soon as practi- 
cable. 

^RTICLE II. 

Section 1. All Grand Elect Perfect and 
Sublime Masons shall be eligible to Initiation 
into the degrees conferred in this Council of 
Princes of Jerusalem. 

§ 2. Application for the degrees must be 
signed by the applicant, and in such form as 
may be prescribed by the Council. The appli- 
cation must be recommended by a Valorous 
Prince of Jerusalem, and be accompanied 
by live (5) dollars, petition fee. 

§ 3. The fee for conferring the degrees of 
Knight of East and Sword and Prince of Jeru- 
salem, in this Council, shall be ten (10) dollars, 
and which shall be paid before receiving the 
degree of Knight of the East or Sword. 

§ 4. The fee for affiliation shall be one 
(1) dollar. 



§ 5. Application for the degrees and for 
affiliation slaall be made at a stated meeting, 
and be referred to a committee of three (3) 
Valorous Princes of Jerusalem ; which com- 
mittee shall report at a subsequent meeting, 
when a ballot can be taken. 

Article III. 

Section 1 . Stated and special meetings can 
be called by the Most Equitable Sovereign 
Prince, Grand Master, or in his absence by 
the Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand Master, 
when in their judgment the interests of the 
Council require, by giving due notice to the 
Valorous Princes, members of the Council. 

I 2. This Council shall, on the twenty-third 
day of Adar, hold its Grand Feast in mem- 
ory of the frank offerings that day rendered 
to God for the rebuilding of the Temple. It 
shall also hold a feast on the twentieth day 
of Tebet to celebrate the commemoration of the 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem of the Em- 



bassadors on their return from Babylon. It 
shall also hold stated meetings on the equi- 
noctial days, in the months of March and 
September. 

Article IV 

Section 1. The annual dues shall be fifty 
cents, payable at the stated meeting for elec- 
tion of officers. 

§ 2. Any Valorous Prince in arrears for 
one year's dues shall be ineligible to vote 
or hold any office. 

§ 3. Should any Valorous Prince neglect to 
pay dues for two years, his name may be 
stricken from the roll by a majority vote of 
the Valorous Princes of the Council ; provi- 
ded always, that such delinquent Valorous 
Prince have thirty days' notice prior to such 
action being taken. 

Article V. 
Section 1. Every Knight of the East or 



Sword receiving the sixteenth degree or Prince 
of Jerusalem, must sign these by-laws and 
the oath of fealty to the Supreme Council. 

§ 2. The Valorous Grand Secretary shall 
furnish every Valorous Prince with a copy 
of these by-laws. 

^RTICLE VI. 

Section 1. No moneys shall be paid by 
the Grand Valorous Treasurer, unless ordered 
by a vote of the Council at a stated meeting. 

y^RTICLE VII. 

Section 1. These by-laws may be altered, 
amended or repealed, by giving notice in 
writing of such alteration, amendment or re- 
peal at a stated meeting, when if two-thirds 
of the Valorous Princes present agree to con- 
sider the same, it shall lie over until the 
next stated meeting thereafter, when if two- 
thirds of the Valorous Princes present vote

in favor thereof, such amendment or altera- 
tion shall become part of these by-laws. 

§ 2. All by-laws or parts of by-laws here- 
tofore in force are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. These by-laws to take effect imme- 
diately.
